Efforts were made to establish com- 
munication with the towns of Barstow 
and Victorville, in the Mojave desert 
beyond San Bernardino, where four 
dead, 36 missing, and 600 homeless was 
the last report received.

TOKYO, (lPi—Relations between Ja- 
pan and Russia are 
| minister Koko Hirota told the Diet 
today. 

As between the United States and 
Japan, he said, there is ‘no chance for 
ja clash” if each maintains its separ- 
{ate sphere of influence. 

Replying to questions regarding ‘the 
foreign and naval policy, Hirota also 
hinted that Japan would welcome a dis- 
armament conference. He said that if 
such a conference developed. Japan 
would propose to the powers the abo- | 
|lition of capital ships and airplane 
carriers. 

To another 
Soviet-Japanese relations, Hirota said 
that a “delicate situation exists, dip- 
lomatically speaking, but Japan is ex- 
ercising patience” and. hopes relations 
will return to normal. 

The situation was created, he said by 
the dispute over fishing rights, the 
Saghalien oil controversy and Soviet 
Russia's alleged help to China by sup- 
plying arms and ammunition.

Mountain City, being in Nevada, is in 


the Pacific time belt. But the bulk of 
the ore from the rich Rio Tinto copper 
mine is shipped northward to Moun- 
tain Home, Idaho, which observes 
Mountain time. 


To facilitate trucking schedules, the 
city for the last year has set its clocks 
by Mountain time. In recent weeks, 
however, a large amount of ore has 
been trucked to Elko, Nev., where Pa- 
cific time prevails. 

The result is that haif the mining 
camp observes Mountain time and the 
other half Pacific time. Ranchers liv- 
ing a few miles away and not affected 
by ore-trucking schedules have com- 
promised and keep their clocks and 
watches half an hour slower than Ida- 
ho time and half an hour faster than 
Pacific. 

But a baby can’t be born or a man 
can’t die in Mountain City by Moun- 
tain time. For Elko county records, only 
Pacific time is accepted.
